exist for scores, if not for ha ndreds 
and*thousands of years. Hat when 
the power that upheld it Was at its 
very zenith; when its champions 
were declaring that it was not a 
wrong, but a divine institution, the 
blow fell, which, in four short 
years, shivered it to atoms. It re- 
quired a mighty sacrifice of blood 
and treasure; almost every house 
in the land, North and Sout, was 


as were the houses of Egypt alter | 


the first-born had been smitten, but 
Fate decreed that it should be so, 
and men were but instruments to 
work out the tremendous decree. 
For many years in Utab afew 
people haye fought the two fea- 
tures of Mormonism which are 
opposed to free Government and 
a menace to the American home.

Another Instance of Man Trying to Im. 


prove on Nature. 

A curious and interesting instance of 
animals changing their habits owing to 
the altered circumstances of their sur- 
roundings, or, as Darwin called it, their 
“adaptability to environment,” came 
under the writer’s notice a short time 
agoon the Island of Jamaica. While 
traveling through the northern part of 
that island @e passed grove after grove 
of cocoa-nut palms. All the trees five 
years old and upwards, that is, the fruit- 
bearing trees, were tin-girdled around 
their trunks. For five feet above the 
ground each tree was incased in a plate 
of tin nailed firmly. 

The explanation is a strange one. For 
many years the sugar-planters in Jamai- 
ca were cursed with the ravages of rats. 
These rodents would invade the fields 
just when the cane was getting ripe for 
cutting. Each rat would select some 
choice cane and begin to nibble at its 
base, gradually gnawing deeper and 
deeper into it until it toppled over. The 
crash of the falling cane frightened the 
rat, who, scampering off, soon began at 
another one. These pests did enormous 
damage and no small item in the sugar- 
planters’ yearly bill was the one for the 
rat-catcher. ) 

Ten years ago Bancroft Espent, a 
well-known planter on the island, im- 
ported from India six couples of mon- 
goose or ichneumon, the deadly enemy 
of snakes and rats. The mongoose in- 
creased and multiplied in an incredible 
manner and thenselves became a pest, 
which every means failed to destroy. 
The rats at first fell an easy prey to 
their destroyers and were soon driven 


out of the fields and the stone-wall , 
fences that had formed their homes. | 


They swarmed into the houses and 
towns, but were still followed by the 
ichneumons. The full-grown rat by its 
fleetness did escape for a time, but the 
mongoose easily scented out the nest of 
little ones and destroyed them, or, 
ferret-like, traced the rat to its last 
lair and killed it there. The rat, driven 
from every refuge, took then to the palm 
trees, and among the cluster gf fronds 
‘that crown each tree made its home and 
reared its family in safety. 

At first it was hardly ¢redited that the 
rat had turned into an arboreal rodent, 
but it soon became a painful fact, for as 
the fruit-bearing spike pushed its way 
out, the rats would nibble it off and ren- 
der the tree barren. The writer has 
himself seen rats, disturbed by a negro 
who had climbed a tree for the cocoa- 
nuts, jump to the ground fully fifty feet. 
But nature has not endowed them with 
the nine lives of acat also, for the fall 
certainly knocked all the wind out of 
them, and they fell an easy prey to the 
nearest dog or man. 
developmentin the habits of the -Ja- 
maica rat, the planter has been obliged 
to tin-line his cocoa-nut, trees. 

In the meantime the mongoose has 
turned his attention to the farm-yard, 
and whereas a few years ago fowls were 
the cheapest and commonest food, now 
they can be enjoyed only by the well-to- 
do. Itis another instance of man try- 
ing to improve on nature. Not long 
ago there was good guinca-bird, quail 
and partridge shooting to be had on the 
island, but as these birds build on the 
ground, not one is to be found now, for 
if there is any thing a mongoose likes it 
is to suck an egg, and he does it so ar- 
tistically, mahiag the smallest of holes, 
that the mother-bird still sits on, in 
vain hopes of hatching her brood.—N. 
Y. Tribune. 


ADULTERATED CANDY. 


The Alarming Use of Terra Alba in Its 
Manufacture. 

The Board of Trade Journal, of Port- 
land, Me., is authority for the state- 
ment that about 6,000 tons of terra alba 
were recently imported through the 
port of New Yorkalone. The only use 
for terra alba in any quantity is in the 
adulteration of candies, and when these 
two facts are put together they become 
very significant. The substance is min- 
eral, utterly insoluble in the saliva or 
the gastric juice, and the resultof eating 
candies adulterated can not be other- 
wise than excessively injurious. The 
devilishness of the use of such stuff in 
candies is all the greater for the fact 
that most of the candies that are adul- 
terated with it are used by children of 
tender years. The extent to which it 
exists in certain candies may be sur- 
mised by an incident which occurred 
within the experience of the editor of 
the National Druggist. A wholesale 
grocery house of St. Louis made a 
claim against the South Shore line for 
damages done a certain lot of lozenges 
manufactured by a Boston house and 
shipped in barrels over that line. The 
general agent of the line procured some 
of these “lozenges” and brought them 
to the writer for €xamination. The re- 
sult of our investigation showed them 
to consist entirely of terra alba bound 
together with a little gelatine or gum 
(we have forgotten which). Further in- 
vestigation developed that they were 
simply blocks or forms to be used in 
preparing cheap lozenges, the method 
of use being simply to immerse them 
for a few moments in sirups flavored 
with peppermint, winter-green, etc, The 
agent, armed with these facts, refused 
to pay any damages, and the concern, 
rather than risk the exposure incident 
upon a lawsuit, drous 
National Druggist. |

Further- 
more, this suggestion, this hallucina- 
tion, will, if I wish,. continue several 
days; all I have to do is to express the 
wish to the patient before awakening 
her. 

The foregoing experiment has been 
made hundreds of .times by me,and by 
others, and the fact can easily be sub- 
stantiated; their objectivity is as com- 
plete as could be wished in researches 
of this kind. Hypnotism is directly 
amenable to our means of investigation, 
and must needs be an integral part of 
the known domain of science; to that 
goal our efforts ought to be directed. —

I therefore take pleasure in assuring 
prospective travelers to this place that 
in 1844 St. Lucia was pronounced to be 
‘infested by countless reptiles,” and 
this from the pen of one who had re- 
sided thirteen years in the place, Mr. 
Breen. But his snake story differs ma- 
terially from those of both Froude and 
Coleridge in that he appears to know 
neither fer de lance nor wood slave, but 
tells of a ubiquitous ‘‘yellow serpent,” 
whose bite, however, may be effectually 
cured if promptly attended to, and from 
what I learned in Castries I am disposed 
to back the statement of the thirteen- 
year residenter as against those of the 
two gentlemen first quoted, though the 
one be a historian and the other the son 
ofa Bishop. This yellow serpent, how- 
ever, has an enemy called the cribo, 
who is both aggressive and powerful, 
and attacks his yellowship at sight and 
without provocation. Mr. Breen says 
that the yellow serpent in these com- 
bats usually comes off second best, and 
that the cribo is so clever that when he 
is through with the fight he rolls about 
on the leaves of a plant called pied 
poule, which operation notonly counter- 
acts any evil effects from the other’s 
bite, but acts as a tonic for more fight of 
the same kind, so that ultimately the 
cribo is sure to gain the victory, which 
he signalizes by swallowing his victim 
whole, commencing with the head. 

Sometimes the cribo is called upon to 
swallow an adversary longer and bigger 
than himself, an operation that might 
discourage one less fruitfulin resources. 
The work is accomplished in this wise: 
The cribo swallows as much as the cubic 
contents as his skin permits, whereupon 
he goes to sleep until time nerves him 
for a second effort. He then sucks in 
what is needful to keep himself dis- 
tended, and thereupon once more seeks 
rest and sleep—repeating these opera- 
tions until the apparently-impossible 
task is accomplished—namely: swallow- 
ing more than himself.—Leeds (Eng.)

UNDERPAID MINISTERS. 


Why, Despite Constant Financial Worry, 
They Live Longer Than Other Men. 
Life insurance men will all tell you 
that ministers of religion as a class live 
longer than any other. It is confirmed 
by the statistics of all those who calcu-. 
late upon human longevity. Why is it? 
There is more draft upon the nervous 
system than in any other profession, 
and their toil is more exhausting. I 
have seen ministers kept on miserable 
stipends by parsimonious congregations 
who wondered at the dullness of the 
sermons, when the men of God were per- 
plexed almost to death by questions of 
livelihood, and had not enough nu- 
tritious food to keep any fire in their 
temperament. No fuel, no fire. I have 
sometimes seen the inside of the life of 
many of the American clergymen—never 
accepting their hospitality, because they 
can not afford it; but I have seen them 
struggle on with salaries of five or six 
hundred dollars a year—the average 
less than that—their struggle well de- 
picted by the Western missionary who 
says in a letter: ‘‘Thank you for your 
last remittance; until it came we had 
not any meatin our house for one year; 
and all last winter, although it was a 
severe winter, our children wore their 
summer clothing.” And these men of 
God I find in different parts of the land 
struggling against annoyances and ex- 
asperations innumerable, some of them 
week after week entertaining agents 
who have maps ¢o sell, and submitting. 
themselves to all styies of annoyance, 
and yet without complaint and cheer- 
fulness of soul. How do you account 
for the fact that these life-insurance 
men tell us that ministers as aclass live 
longer than any others? It is because 
of the joy of their work, the joy of 
the harvest field, the joy of greeting 
prodigals home to their Father's house.
